DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Amendment after Final, filed 7/1 5/08, with respect to 
claims 8, 10, 12, 14, 16, and 17 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8, 10, 12, 14, 16, and 17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art teaches or suggests binary digital signals "0" and "1" coding system comprises 
a synchronous process use a mark number, a preselected muti bytes binary number 
sent from the transmission side repeatedly, and a received number is received at the 
reception side. If the received number is not the same as the mark number, one pulse is 
canceled before the next time in comparing the received number with the mark number, 
until the same number is received. The binary coding system also comprises a coding 
module, wherein comprises an interface, a voltage level transfer circuit, a 
voltage/frequency converter, and a binary counter.
